hold office as State officials or 
members of the Legislature when 
the new administration is installed 
next month. It already has been 
made clear that the Legislature 
will have relief as one of its major 
problems. 

A special committee on relief of 
the Missouri Association for Social 
Welfare compiled the report. Co- 
chairmen of this committee are 
Benjamin E. Youngdahl, teacher of 
public welfare at Washington Uni- 
versity, and C. W. Pfeiffer of Kan- 
sas City. Mary B. Taussig of St. 
Louis, who is secretary, edited the 
publication. The Missouri Associa- 
tion for Social Welfare is a state- 
wide organization with members 
representing various welfare agen- 
cies, Arthur W. Nebel of Colum- 
bia is president and Herschel Alt 
of St. Louis is first vice-president. 

A monthly average in Missouri 
for each case on general relief 
($13.51), barely more than half the 
average for the whole United States 
(24.87), is said by the committee 
to show the inadequacy of the ap- 


propriation. 
Defined. 


General relief in this connection 
means subsiztence funds supplied 
by the State for the “unemploy- 
able” needy not otherwise support- 
ed. The Federal Government, 
which carries on the WPA, CCC, 
NYA and other assistance pro- 
grams and contributes to  as- 
sistance for the aged, the blind, 
and dependent children, has no part 
in general relief. 

This leaves to the states the job 
of caring for the destitute who can- 
not qualify for one of the Federally 
aided forms of assistance, or who 
must have help until they can ful- 
fill all the requirements of other 
forms of aid. 

In the summer of 1940, after 
there had been a sharp reduction 
in the number of cases on direct 
relief, there were more than 80,000 
persons in Missouri dependent on 
this form of assistance, the survey 
shows. There was approximately 
$363,000 available from State funds 
for this purpose monthly, or about 
$4.50 for each dependent person. 

Field of General Relief. 

Commenting on the facts pre- 
sented in the report, the commit- 
tee describes the field of general 
State relief as follows: 

“We see the people in the cities 
who were laid off in the mass un- 
employment following 1929; we see 
the farm laborers, many of who 
were thrown out of work with the 
coming of the tractor; we see whole 
groups of people who have lost 
their only industry, as the tiff 
miners have through mechan- 
ization; we see reduction in timber 
resources in the Ozarks; we see 
the sharecroppers, who have only 
two months’ steady employment 
In a year and are forced to become 
migratory laborers; we see other 
large groups who, through causes 
wholly impersonal, have become de- 
pendent. 

“We see all this and we know that 
relief is not the final answer. These 
are problems beyond the scope of 
any relief program. They will re- 
quire long-term social and economic

THREE-POINT LEGISLATIVE 
PROGRAM RECOMMENDED 
BY WELFARE ASSOCIATION 


HE legislative program rec- 
ommended by the Missouri 
Association for Social Wel- 
fare follows: 

“1. Substantial increase in 
funds available for general re- 
lief and aid to dependent chil- 
dren. Federal grants-in-aid for

Until this is accom- 
plished, the State Legislature 
should assume the responsibility 
for adequate funds for 
general relief, either wholly 
from state sources or in part 
through compulsory local par- 
ticipation on the basis of ability 
to pay.

Most people on relief do not get

Findings on Loss of Jobs, 
A study of relief rolls in Kansas

Of the men in this group, 
half had worked steadily for 20 
years or more, and seven out of 
every 10 had held steady jobs for 
10 years or more. Four out of five 
had held their jébs until after 1929, 
and half of them had been em- 
ployed through 1934. 
Inquiring into the needs of per- 
sons refused relief, the St. Louis 
Chapter of the American Associa- 
tion of Social Workers made a can- 
vass of 346 families among the 1800 
applicants rejected for direct re- 
lief in St. Louig in the first three 
months of 1940. There were 1152 
members in these families and the 
investigators found that nearly one- 
third were children under 17 years 
old. Two-thirds were Negroes, 
“Apparent Resources.” 
In approximately two-thirds of 
all these cases relief had been re- 
fused because of “apparent re- 
sources.” This classification in- 
cluded ability of some member of 
the family to work, “assignment 
to WPA,” “member eligible for un- 
employment compensation,” “oper- 
ating small business,” and the like. 
Because of the shortage of relief 
funds it had been necessary for 
the administrators (State Social 
Security Commission) to set up 
strict rules and regulations as to 
eligibility, but the investigators 
found that in many cases while 
waiting for the development of 
“apparent resources” many of these 
persons were suffering from hun- 
ger and disease and undergoing 
physical and mental impairment re- 
ducing the likelihood that they ever 
would be able to hold steady jobs. 


The committee found that in St. 
Louis alone last July there were 
7500 persons certified as eligible 
for WPA jobs who had not been 
assigned to jobs because of limita- 
tions of WPA funds. These were 
generally excluded from direct re- 
lief. 

As to housing of families on re- 
lief, the committee’s studies showed 
that in rural sections almost half 
sleep, cook and eatin one room, and 
three-fourths have no inside toilet. 
In the cities one-fourth of the fam- 


ilies had no inside water supply,

Case workers of the Social Security 
Commission were found to be so 
heavily burdened, having an aver- 
age of 200 to 300 cases to look aft- 
er, that they could not make proper 
investigations and do the preventive 
work that would save money in 
the long run. 

More workers and smaller case 
loads would permit more thorough 
investigation and give added cer- 
tainty that all the persons receiv- 
ing relief actually were eligible, 
the report says. 

The report calls attention to the 
fact that funds appropriated for 
direct relief have run short in each 
of the last three bienniums, re- 
sulting in crises. The 1939 Legis- 
lature was asked by the Social Se- 
curity Commission to appropriate 
$12,000,000 for general relief for 
the 1930-1940 biennium. The Gov- 
ernor recommended $9,500,000, but 


$6,500,000. When a crisis developed 
last summer a special session voted 
$1,500,000 more.

Time Is the Thing. 


How can a manufacturer argue 
with an army or navy representa- 
tive over specification by telephone 
or mail? Most times it is necessary 
for the army or navy representa- 
tive to visit the manufacturer’s 
plant so that he can be shown 
graphically why factory machinery 
cannot effect a change or altera- 
tion in a given mass production 
item. 

In some cases it is essential that 
the manufacturer travel to Wash- 
ington to lend his verbal support, 
to the arguments of the government 
official who must convince his su- 
periar officer. These are everyday | 
occurrences. Time is more valu- 
able than money in war. Rail- 
roads will not save the time that 
a few hours aloft will earn. In 
fact, the airlines are the real key 
to the defense speed-up. 

Must we learn everything the 
hatd way? Isn’t it possible to con- 
vince Washington—now, while we 
have time to understand—that our 
only hope of rearming adequately 
is to work on the basis of time— 
not dollars. Travel, after all, is 
measured in hours, not miles. And 
when we finally feel the pinch for 
time, we will have to amplify our 
airlines instead of seeing them 
peeled down by those short-sighted 
military and naval services who 
have nothing to do in peace but 
to plan for such eventualities.
